Claims 21-31 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method for simultaneously producing a gate feature and an interconnecting feature in an 
integrated circuit in the manner as recited in the claims; the method having steps, among other 
limitations, exposing said photoresist layer with a first mask comprised of alternating phase 
shift regions separated by chrome regions, to define shrunken gates; exposing said photoresist 
layer with a second mask comprised of attenuated phase shift regions defining interconnect 
features, chrome block regions protecting shrunken gates defined in the first exposure, and 
transparent regions; developing said photoresist layer on said substrate to form a pattern; and 
transferring the pattern formed in the photoresist layer through the substrate with a dry etch 
process.
